The contractor receives from Lliofilty a 


lease of the road for tlie peridil of 50 years 
from the date of its completion. The road 
is in lie completed within tlnee years from 
signing of contract. As security for the 
construction of the roail, the contractor 
has deposited with the city the sum of 
$1,000,000 in caah and has given a further 
bond of £5,000,000 for the constim-tlon and 
equipment of Uie road. lie gives a further 
bond of £1,000,000 to the city for the con- 
tinued operation of the road. 


Tne contrsetor pays the city for said 


lease the sum of thrte per cent per annum 
upon the coat of construction (being the 
Interest ou the city'boudsj and a further 
sum of one percent per annum upon tlu; 
coat of construction. As to tills additional 
one per cent there are two exceptions, 
which appear in f u l l iu the specifications, 
by which the city for the first live years 
demands only so much of said one per 
cent, as will le'ave the contractor five per 
cent, upon the cash invented by him (which 
means expenditures for equipment, etc..) 
and for tho next flvo years the city de- 
mands one-half of ono per cent mid so 
ranch of tlio other one-half of one percent 
us will leave the contractor live percent 
upon said cash invested by him. 


The effect of the foregoing i.s that at the 


eud of the 50 years the city of Nru- York 
will own the tunnel and pay the coo trac- 
tors for tho rolling stock belonging1 to 
him. It will have cost the city nothing io 
build the road, because thecontraetorwlll 
hrtve paid tho interest, upon the bonds is- 
sued to build the road, and the one per 
cent per annum compounded will have 
amounted to more than the COSL of con- 
struction. There is a provision for an ex- 
tension of tho lease for 
*J"t years at the 


option of the contractor upon the same 
terms- four per cent per annum upon the 
cost of construction.— f Boston Transcript.
